Checking from village Bhadur Nagar to Jodh Singh Wala. 

During the checking Shri Mukhtiar Chand noticed two 
terrorists who were carrying automatic weapons and had 
taken positions near a water pump hou.se, started heavy firing 
on the police party, Shri Mukhtiar Chand and the Police 
party took positions and returned the fire. Inspite of 
heavy firing, Shri Mukhtiar Chand moved tactically towards 
the terrorists by crawling without caring for his personal 
safety. When he reached near the position of the terrorists, 
he started firing on them with his AK-47 rifile and liquidated 
one of the terrorists. The firing continued for about 30 
minutes, thereafter two dead bodies of terrorists were re¬ 
covered. 


Shri Sukhdev Singh Brar on the order of Shri Mulkhtiar 
Chand alonpith hi.s party moved from South-West side to¬ 
wards the place where the terrorists had taken the positions. 
Shri Brar without caring for his personal safety advanced 
tactically and stopped the terrorists, who were trying to 
escape from South-West flank. The terrorists then moved 
towards a farm house and took poritions there. 
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The terrorists continued firing heavily with automatic wea¬ 
pons on thte police parties headed by Shri Mukhtiar Chand 
and Shri Star. Both the officers alongwith other police per¬ 
sonnel undef the cover the LMG fire advanced towards the 
farm house by crawling, whereas one party remained there to 
keep watch jjn the movements of the terrorists. On reaching 
near the plafte of hiding, they noticed five extremists. There¬ 
after firing jcontinued for about eight hours. When firing 
from the terrorists side stopped these officer started moving 
towards thalji spot with the intention to search, as they thought 
all of them were dead but one terrorist again opened fire with 
assault rifle on the advancing police party. 

Shri BradI immediately crawled through slushy fields from 
his right sidje and reached behind the terrorist, who was firing 
on the poli« party. Shri Brar fired on the terrorist accurately 
with his rifle and killed him. 

On search of the area seven dead bodies of terrorists were 
recovered. {During search of the area large quantity of arms 
and ammuijition were recovered. 

In this encounter Shri Mukhtiar Chand, Deputy Superinten¬ 
dent of Pmice and Shri Sukhdev Singh Brar, Inspector of 
Police disp^iyed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion 
to duty of! a high order. 

These avs^ards are made for gallantry under rule 4(1) of the 
rules gqverbing the award of Police Medal and consequantly 
carry with [them the special allowance admissible under rule 
5, with effect from the 5th November, 1990.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On 22nd November, 1990 at about 3.55 PM Shri Rajinder 
Parshad Mittal, Deputy Supdt. of Police, Zira received 
information that three terrorists have kidnapped and shot 
dead one 1 larbans Lai and injured one ladv Prem Kanta after 
taking them out from a private bus on Makhu-Kot Ise Khan 
road near village Lehra Bet, Police Station Makhu. Shri Mittal 
alongwith his five gunmen on the basis of past experience 
about the movement and escape routes of terrorists imme¬ 
diately rurfied to the spot adopting entirely an un-usual md 
risky routs. On the way Shri Mittal flashed message on wire¬ 
less for refinforcements. While going from village Ja.ggewala 
to Pir Mqhd. on the right side of the Canal, he noticed 
movement of three suspected persons on the left side of the 
canal and dgnalled them to stop for checking but the terrorists 
started firin.e with authomatic weapons on the Police partv. 
Shri Mittdl dropped his three gunmen there to engage the 
terrorists, and he himself alongwith his two gunmen, chased 
the terrorists from a different direction. Inspite of heaw 
firing by terrorists, Shri Mittal continued^ the chase. After 
covering a distance of about one and half kilometre, the terro¬ 
rists tookl nosition in and around a tubewell_ house and 
continued firing on the Police party. Then Shri Mittal took 
LMG from his gunman, mounted it on the road side and in 
the face of imminent danger to his own life fired on the 
terrorists. At the same time he continued encouraging and 
directing ijis gunman. As a result of firing by Shri Mittal two 
terrorists were killed. 

In the meantime re-inforcements reached. Shri Mittal 
apprised them of the situation over wireless and firing from 
both sidet continued. After some time the firing from the 
terrorists’[side stopped. The police party conducted search of 
the area and recovered a dead body of another terronst. In 
this encodnter in all three terrorists were killed. Dunng search 
large quantity of arms and ammunition were recovered from 
the place jof encounter. 

In thisi encounter Shri Rajinder Parshad Mittal, Deputy 
Supdt. of Police displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and 
devotion jo duty of a high order.
